Here is the origin of our present 
Constitution. A military order, 
enforced with military rigidity. Are 
such things binding upon the resto- 
ration of peace, and the right of the 
people to think and act for them- 
selves ? 


Ox the motion that the entire 
Constitution framed by the Conven- 
tion of 1868 be adopted, the whole 
Democratic Delegation voted in the 
negative. The Democrats in the 
Convention knew that the Constitu- 
tion then adopted was unsuited to 
the people of North Carolina, and 
they took ground against it at once. 
And the Democrats have always 
done so. Let them now emphati- 
cally sustain the original action of 
their delegates, and vote to abrogate 
a Constitution which did not have 
a single Democratic vote to give it 
existence. 

A RESPONSE BOSTON. ¢ 

One of the pleasantest demonstra- 
tions of the sincerity of the restored 
good feeling between the North and 
the South took place at Norfolk on 
Saturday last. It was an excursion 
gotten up by the citizens of Norfolk 
and tendered to the Naval officers 
on the Norfolk station, and the 
Army officers at Old Point, the ves- 
sel used being one of the Boston 
Steam Packets. I he head of the 
party was Gen. Groner, who during 
the war was so closely associated 
with Gen. Mahone in the exploits of 
his brilliant brigade. : 

The excursion was like all other 
excursions, pleasant and highly en- 
joyed, its only remarkable feature 
being the return of that social union 
which has so long been interrupted. 
Alienation Las been perhaps more 
strongly cherished against the mili- 
tary and naval departments, not 
because they were the instruments 
of conquest, but that they have been 
used for keeping the South down 
under the orders of hostile legisla - 

T he South now feels that the day 
of its humiliation is over, and after 
the grand pacification at Boston, the 
government will no longer be the 
oppressor, nor the army and navy 
the instruments of oppressien. 


FXPENSES OF HOLDING A CON- 
VENTION. 


One of the arguments used to ar-

On tho 
second day of the session a resolu-

as the Convention was called for the

ed. A motion to lay on the table 
was lost, and the resolution was re- 
fered to a committee with whom it 
seems to liave slept, at all events, 
the Convention did go into legisla- 
tion, and that accounts not only for 
its unfitness as a fundamental law, 
but for its great cost. e 

There is not a party of condi- 
tions between the two Conventions. 
The material is different and the 
work is different. Noone can in- 
stitute a comparison between the 
heterogeneous mass that assembled 
in the Capitol in 1868, absolutely 
regardless of all but self and of par- 
ty, and the candidates. for the 
coming Convention ; men pure in 
character, enlightened in views, 
honest in purpose, who have felt 
themselves the evils of a bad gov- 
ernment, and who are determined 
to relieve the people from the Mare 
dens of the same. 

The Republican party is sony 
ready to draw inferences of costli- 
ness from its own extravagaut ex- 
penditures. Truly it has iurrished 
an example to be shunned, and 
which will never bave a follower ex- 
cept on its own return to power. 


| That isa danger which threatens, 


and against which the peopleshould 
be warned. The example of the 
general government and of those 
States where Republican rule pre- 
vails shows that that party is no 
more honest than it was. Let us 
take three points of comparison in 
our own history—the Legislature of 
1866-7 that of 1868-9 and that of 
1870-1, the first under Gov. Worth’s 
administration, the second under 
Radical rule, and the third when 
the Democrats again obteined the 
control of the State. 

In 1866-7, the total expenses of 
the General Assembly for all pur- 
poses were $118,392,77. For 1868 9, 
the expenses for the same we 6227 
382,56. Tue cost of public printing 
under the first was $8,732,87. Un- 
der the latter they were $28,055. 
These were the expenses of one 
session of the Radical Legislature, 
for one session only. They had an 
extra session in the summer of 1868, 
which cost nearly. $100,000,

first period the total expenses were 
$981,153.50. Of the second, $487,-
